^ Klllem Leonard oltmama, a butch television 
correspondent, is a well kno%#n "assassination buff" 
who since March of 1977, has appeared before the 
House Select Committee on Assassinations, talked to 
the press, and appeared on television, claiming

President John F« Kennedy. According to Oltmans, 
one of his prime sources was George de Mohrenschildt. 
Oltmans claimed de Mohrenschildt was the middle nan 
in a conspirlcy of Texas oil men, headed by the late 
H. L. Hunt, and anti-Castro Cubans to kill Kennedy. 

On 3/29/77, de Mohrenschildt appaurently committed 
suicide. On 9/8/77, Oltmans appeared on ABC's 
"Good Morning America" program. He then indicated
